James G. Williams, a veteran of 
the Civil War and a respected resi¬ 
dent of Sierra Madre for the past 11 
years, passed away Friday evening, 
Oct. 31, at the Soldiers’ Home Hos¬ 
pital at Sawtelle. Impressive mili¬ 
tary funeral seivices were conductetl 
at the chapel there on Monday and^ 
he was laid to rest among his com- 
ra<les in the national military ceme¬ 
tery. 

Mr. Williams was born in Ohio in 
1847 and grew to manhood there. He 
enlisted in the Union army at the 
age of 17 years, serving in Co. A of 
the 162 Ohio. He engageil in en¬ 
gineering and mining, being prom¬ 
inent in various enterprises in .Ari¬ 
zona, Idexico anti California. He 
came to California in 1887, residing 
at Santa Barbara ami Santa Monica 
before coming to Sierra Madre. 

Ibs.sessing a genial disposition, a 
keen miml and ready wit, Mr. Wil¬ 
liams won friemls readily and kept 
them by a kindly, helpful character 
and high integrity. During his last 
illness with i>aralysis, extending over 
a perio<i of four years, he maintained

Your Poultry 

By Howard J. Curtia 

The proper feeding of chicks from 
the time they are hatched until they 
i are ready for market or other pur¬ 
poses is by no means an easy task. 

When a chick is hatched some of 
the yolk remains in it and furnishes 
nourishment for about 72 hours. If 
If a chick is fed before it is from 60 
to 72 hours old this yolk remains 
unabsorbed and is apt to cause death 
so by all means do not give any food 
during this time. It is a good plan 
to give them some fresh drinking 
i water with a little antiseptic solu- 
j tion added during this time, and it is 
{all right to have some baby chick 
grit or some clean sharp sand under 
the litter. The first feeding should 
consist of fine steel cut grains mixed 
in thA proper proportion as found in 
the good commercial feeds. This 
feed should be kept before them for 
about 15 minutes and if some of 
them are a little backward about 
eating you can successfully teach 
them to eat by tapping lightly on 
the foo<l with your finger. I always 
I recommend feeding good fresh but- 
■ I termilk if you can get it direct from 
i the dairy or creamery, but it must 
I be fresh and I believe it far better 

■ to feed a good treated n|ilk such as 
i lactein than to give milk that is the 
I least bit tainted. 

• The proper care and feeding of 
j baby chicks is one of the most im- 

■ portant factors in the success of 
raising fowls, even when of hardy 
strains. Baby chicks are delicate, 
and while the laying qualities are 

I determined by heredity, the vigor 
and development which it is possible 
for them to attain are largely de¬ 
pendent upon the care, management, 
housing, and character and quality 
j of the feed they receive. 

I The baby chick’s internal organs 
I are frail bits of living machinery, 

I and indigestion causes more deaths 
I than anything else. 

They need the proper fee<i from 
I »lay to day at the start to give them 
^ j the necessary vitality. Chicks for 
> ] the first few days will eat anything 
; within their reach, and the puoltry- 
i man must choose their feed, 
j During the first week four or five 
j feedings a day of the above men¬ 
tioned scratch is sufficient after the 
(first week fine chopped greens should 
be added at least once a day. The 
! second week the grain ration should 
be reduced to ^wo feedings (morn- 
: ing and evening) and a mash com- 
I pose<l of finely ground grains and 
" I concentrated high protein feeds giv- 
jen in hoppers for two hours during 
the middle of the day. Enough of 
I the scratch feed should be given for 
! the evening meal so that the chicks 
^ will hover down for the night with 
j a full crop. 

After the first two weeks the mash 
j feed should be increased one hour 
per day and this should be contin- 
. ued until the sixth week when they 
\ should be put on a growing mash 
I and the scratch changed to a grow¬ 
ing pullet scratch.

Every Case Is Given Individual 
Service—Assists Families of 
These Men Everywhere. 


Wa.shington.—The need of Individ¬ 
ual assistance by ex service men and 
their familiee from the Red Cross la 
as pressing today as it was imme¬ 
diately after the end of the World 
War. For six years this work has 
been foremost of all Red Cross ser¬ 
vices, and in emphasizing the steady 
public support of this work the Red 
Cross National Headquarters urges 
the largest enrollment this year dur¬ 
ing the membership campaign open¬ 
ing oin Armistice Day, November IL 

Nearly four million dollars of Red 
Cross funds spent for disabled veter¬ 
ans and their dependents during the 
year ended Jane 30 la.st presents some 
Idea of the magnitude of this work. 
The current year, it is estimated, will 
call for still further disbursements of 
funds for the reason that the Red 
Cross, through more than 3,500 Chap¬ 
ters in as many‘communities In the 
United States, has been called upon 
to help the ex-service men In making 
out Iheir applications for the adjusted 
compensation granted in the so-called 
bonus law. 

58,767 Soldier Cases a Month 

The Red Cross work for the dis¬ 
abled soldier is designated “home ser¬ 
vice," for it gives individual attention 
to the man and his family approxi¬ 
mating the Interest and loving, care 
of the home. Such service in the ho.s- 
pltals, camps, soldiers’ homes and 
sanatoria, averaged 33.951 cases a 
month during the year. Assistance 
to ex-service men and their depen 
dents averaged 58,767 cases a month. 
In addition, the Red Cross in the last 
twelve months provided 33.000 recre¬ 
ation and entertainment events in the 
hospitals and camps. 

Thus the Red Cross, symbollied as 
the “Greatest Mother." still w,itches 
over these many thousands of men, 
comforts them, helps to lighten the te¬ 
dium of their physical reconstruction, 
and in their homes lifts some of the 
burdens from their “own people," 

Work In Communities Increases 

The home service of the Red Cross 
was the most pressing duty of 2.609 
Chapters, an increa.se of 182 communi¬ 
ties where problems affected by the 
war veteran's condition required so¬ 
lution through Immediate and intelli¬ 
gent assistance. The Chapters alone 
expended some ^.000.000 in this 
work. 

The transient disabled soldier, usu¬ 
ally suffering from disability or tuber¬ 
culosis, is almost everywhere a grave 
problem. From national funds the 
past year 1173,076.36 was expended In 
helping the Chapters to care for ihe.se 
wandering men. 

According to government report 
there are 4,800 veterans in civilian in- 
sUtutious, and In the national homes 
for soldiers the comjriications are in¬ 
creasing. The large groups of pa¬ 
tients whose claims have been disal¬ 
lowed, of veterans of foreign wars, 
and the great number of men perma¬ 
nently resident in these institutions 
call for Red Cross work which can¬ 
not be avoided nor denied. 

Definite Service to 73,700 

Of a total of 84.500 ex-service men 
in hospitals and other inslitutlon.s 73,- 
700 were rendered a definite and spe¬ 
cialized service by the Red Cross. 
In a single month 4,185 new cases 
were pr.esented and a total of 20,125 
was acted upon figures which serve 
to illustrate the magnitude of the in¬ 
formation and claims service engag¬ 
ing the attention of Red Cross work¬ 
ers New veteran legislation amend¬ 
ing the War Risk act which extends 
many additional rights to disabled ex- 
service men will reopen thousands of 
cases and require still greater R< d 
Cross service. 

When Congress granted a charter 
to the American Red Cross it charged 
the organization with the duty to act 
as "the medium of communication be 
tween the American people and their 
Army and Navy " This responsibility 
to the enlisted men and their families 
Is met every year without restriction. 

Serves Men on Active Service 

The extent of this Red Cross activ¬ 
ity during the last year embraced a 
total of 195.246 cases. There were 
36.995 separate soldiers' and sailors’ 
claims; 20,316 Investigations of home 
conditions; 11,421 cases related lo dis¬ 
charges. furloughs, etc. Assist auce
